A SUICIDAL POLICY. 
Ministers are losing no time in givirg prac. 
tical effect to the policy which, ecsording to 
Mr. Haldane, will bave the double advantage 
of inviting other Powers to a redoc'iin o: 
armaments while increasing the fighting value 
of our own by fifty per cent. Oa Sitarday 
week, then, in pursuance of that policy, the 
third Battalion of the Scots Gaards sarren- 
dered its colours to the King, and ceased 
to exist inits corporate capacity. The pa- 
rade was, naturally enough, made es private 
aa affair as possible ; it was not a ceremony 
which anyone present, from His Majesty down 
to the smallest band-boy, could regard as a 
combination of duty with pleasure. Neverthe- 
‘gas, for our part, says the ‘Pall Ma'l Gazette,’ 
we should not have been sorry if the King 
had invested the ceremony with every attri- 
bate of pablicity, and had held the parade in 
Hyde Park before the eyes of assembled 
London. It would, in our jadgment, have 
baen a very gool thing to have brought 
home visibl,; “because things seen are migh 
tier than things heard”-—~-to the people the 
fact that our present pastors and masters are 
dahbarately wiping out of existence a whole 
battalion of the finest troops in the world, 
and that this is bit the first step in a pro- 
cess of wholesale disarmamant such as has 
never been witnessed betore in the history of 
the British Army. Had the public been present 
we doubt not that many hearts woald have 
echoed the words reported to have been used

its march to Buckingham Palaca: “Please God 
we nevar waot in a harry what we are 
throwing away in @& harry.” Of the opi: 
uion entertained by the King as to the 
wisdom of the policy of relaction, some idea’ 
may ba formsd from the strictly constitational 
terms in which his Majesty referred to that 
policy: “My Govarnmant has considered it 
necessary to reduce the expenies of the 
Army.” There was, moreover, a note of resar- 
rection in his Majesty’s declsration that he 
would rec3ive th colours rather as a deposit 
than asa gift: “I shall always preserve them 
religiously and carefally at Bockingham Pa- 
lace, as I hope that it may be possible for me, 
or at any rate my saccessor, to see a third | 
Battalion of the Scote (raards carrying th3 
came coloura again.” Unless, then, we are to 
assume that Edward the Peacemaker has been 
suddenly smitten with the madness of ‘mili- 
tarizm,” we mast conclade that he, at all 
events, doas not believe that the Golden Age 
igabout to retarn, and that Eogland and her 
Sovereign can safely dispense with the services 
of any appreciable portion of the British Army, 
However, the King reigns, and good Sir Henry 
governs. “I'he Britieh infantry are the finest 
in the world ; fortanately there are very few 
of them,” said Marshal Bageaad. They will 
now be fewer still; but whether fortanately 
or unfortanately depends, of course, on the 
point of view. 

It is a wholesome exercise for a nation, as 
for an individaal, to try to see itself as others 
see it, especially when the nation in question 
lives on an island, and is therefore rather 
prone to the habit of mental isolation. Let os 
see then, what our neighbours thivk of our 
policy of naval and military redaction, or, at 
least, of the naval part of the bosiness, for 
they have already expressed themselves with 
regard to the other. Three points emerge from 
the comments of the French and German Preas, 
and of Count Reventlow, the German naval 
expert, who has expressed his opinion in an 
interview. In the first place, British naval 
reduction will amount to very little. Secondly, 
British naval supremacy is so well assured for 
the immediate futare that Eagland can well 
afford to pose as the Angel of Peace. Thirdly, 
that, whatever England may consider herself 
justified in doing in this direstion, neither 
Francenor Germany has the faintest intention of 
following suit. That, then, ia the brutal, naked 
trath ; nobody is going to follow our lead, 
because, to begin witb, our reductions are 
considered qaite inadequate to affact the 
existing balance of naval power, and because, 
if they were not, nobody would be so'fuolish 
not to take advantage of British ineptitode for 
his own benefit. It comes, therefore, to thie, 
that England is to appear before the Confe- 
rence at ‘I'he Hague to ask the other Powers as 
to follow her example by reducing their arma- 
ments, albeit (by her own admission) she has 
not made any reductions soffi-ient to endanger 
her own naval supremacy—a fact of which 


| her neighbours are perfectly well aware. We 


find ourselves, then, between the horns of a 
dilemma ; either our reduction of armaments 
is & sham, or itis franght with danger to our 
supremacy on sea and to the adequate defence 
of the Empire on land. We cannot have it 
both ways ; but anfortunately, that is just what 
the Governmentare trying todo, and the attempt 
has this peril in it, that in striving to offer the 
Conferenc3 at The Hague convincing proof of 
their burning zeal for peace, they will seriously 
impair the national strength both afloat and 
ashore, thereby merely tempting our rivals to 
redouble their efforts to overtake us. The value 
of the British Navy as a factor in the preserva- 
tion of peace do3s not consist in mere ability 
to fight, but in being so or questionably power- 

fal that no Power, or combination of Powers, 

shall dare try conclosions with it. The nation, 

careless and apathetic though it is, really 

knows that we!! enongh, and, if the Govern- 

ment do not, we have good hope that the Con- 
ference at ‘he Hague will convince them that 
other Powers do not mean to leave off ship- 
building to please the one Great Power in 

Ecrope which “seeks no territories” and only 
desires to keep what it has got. The voica of 
England. is merely that of one crying in the 
wilderness.

ABYSSINIAN JUSTICE. 


MENELIK INTERFERES IN FAVOUR 
OF A GERMAN. 


The Berlin “Lokalanzeiger” recently publish- 

ed a communication on German infl ence in 
Abyssinia which has been widely quoted in the 
German Press, generally accompanied by cow- 
ments to the effect that the Emperor Meuelik 
bas more respect for Germany than for apy 
vther Power. The communication states that 

he commercial treaty which was concluded 
between Germany and Abyssinia, as a result of 
Geheimrat Roseu’s mission to the Abyasinian 
Court last year, is a great improvement on tha 

‘ommercial treaty concladed between other 
European Powers and Abyssinia, inasmuch ag 
it exempts German subjects in Abyssinia from 
the jarisdiction of native Abyssinian courts 
and places them under German consalar jaris- 
fiction. ‘The subjects of all other Powers in 
Abyssinia are placed ander the jarisdiction of 
the Abyssinian courts, and are thus subjected 
to a most inadeyaate and anfair administra- 
tion of jastice. 

The commanication conclade: with describ- 
ing a case which occarred in the interior of 
Abyssinia, where a German trader was greatly 
annoyed and harassid in his business opera- 
tions by the local Abyssinian chieftain. ‘I'he 
Geman Chargé d’ Affaires at Adis Abeba 
lodged an euergetic protest, and Menalik im- 
mediately ordered that the ¢ ffsnding chiettain 
-hoald be deposed. ‘his drastic punishment, 
says the communication, is uniqne in the 
records of Abyssinian relations with foreign 
Powere, and excited great astonishment among 
the Englich and French residents at ‘Adis 
Abeba.

TEXT OF NEW LAW. 


The following are the regulations, which 
Europeans residing in Egypt will have to 
conform to, as decreed at the recent meeting 
of the Council cf Ministers :— 

A fine not exceeding L.E. 1 and imprison- 
ment for not longer than one we2k will be 
intlicted on the following :— 

(1) Persons who in towas or villages bathe 
in ab indecorous manner or are thas discovered 
in the highways. 

(2) Persous who are discovered on the high- 
ways and pablic places in astatecf manifest 
drunkenness. 

(3) Persons who cn the highways, in public 
places, or beford their houses, excite the 
passers-by to be dissolute by gests or words. 
When such persons are below twelve years of 
age their parents will be held responsible. 

(4) Persons who have indaced children to 
solicit alms on the highways or in pablic 


| places.

AMERICAN CORN FOR EGYPT: 


IN ABOUT EIGHT YEARS. 


Baltimore, July 7. 

A character of unosual interest has been 
noted on ‘Change. The British steamer Mockta 
has b:en engaged to carry a fall cargo of corn 
this month to Alexandria. It is understood 
that Messrs. Hammond and Snyder are the 
shippers. 

It has been seven or eight years since 
Baltimore has shipped corn to Egypt. Some 
time ago many shipments were made. It is 
not believed that the present shipment means 
in any sense a revival of this trade, but that 
it is rather a freak. 

It is also rather unasual for a fall cargo 
of corn to be shipped from this port in Jaly. 
Daring the past winter it was known that 
there were many charters for Jaly and Augast, 
but these were for the most part cancel'ed. It 
is ramoured, howaver, that there will be sev- 
eral large shipments daring August. 


NILE TOURIST SERVICE. 


The ‘ Daily News” last week referred to the 
arrangements which bad been made by the 
Hambarg-Amerika Line for the coming season 
on the Nile, stating that the company had 
now a monopoly of steamer traffic on the rivar. 
Naturally, sach a statement was not likely to 
go unchallenged, and in the following issue we 
find the following letter from Mr. Frank H. 
Cook, chairman of Messrs. Thos. Cook and 
Son (Egypt), Limited : — 

Sir,—We see in your issue of to-day a state- 
ment under the above heading to the eftect 
that the Hamburg-American Line has now 6 
monopoly of steamer traffic on the Nile. ‘T'his 
statement is calcu'ated to do us harm, by 
leading some people to suppose that we have 
either sold our inteests to the Hambarg- 
American Line or gone out of tha business, 
and we shall be glad if yon will give us space 
to correct this impression. 

We have stil, as we have had for the last 
30 years, by farthe largest fleet of pleasure 
steamers and sailing boats on the Nile, and 
so far from having any intention of going out

THE CHARGES OF BRIBERY. 


The discussion aroused by the charges of 
bribery bronght by Mr. Mansfield de C. Find- 
lay against the Earopean and native Press atill 
coutinues in the vernacular newspayera. Mean- 
while the Earopean newspapers, whose attitude 
during the Denishwai campaign led to their 
being incladed in Mr. Findlay’s accusation, 
also intend moving in the matter. ‘The “Jour. 
nal du Caire” yesterday remarked :-— 

Toute la presse s’appréte & répondre & |’accn- 
sation grave dont elle vient d’étre l'objet. Mais 
il fant y mettre quelque perspicacité et d-pro- 
pos. C’est ane injare «jni comporte one jastifi- 
cation publiqne. 

“Al Zsber” makee the following comments : 
—Not long ago Lord Cromer abused the Mos- 
lem papere, ascribing untrathfulness to their 
statements, because they published what they 
considered to be the truth in regard to the 
Akaba affair; and now Mr. Findlay, the 
British Chargé d’Affuires, brings charges of 
bribery against the local Press—both Earo- 
pean and native—for their publications 
regarding the Denishwai affair. Both Mr. 
Findlay and Lord Cromer have coloured their 
assertions with serious exaggeration. Mr. 
Findlay’s charges are, we believe, baseless. 
‘'bey are merely a result of some political 
views. He who allows himself to charge the 
Egyptian Press with corruption for criticis- 
ing the Denishwai sentence may just as well 
bring the same charges against those Members 
of Parliament who severely criticised this 
identical sentence, declaring that it was based 
on neither justice nor law. If any bribes 
at all were given to newspapers as a subsidy, 
those papers mast undoubtedly be two: one 
European and the other Arabic. 

‘Al Ahram” says Mr. Findlay is very mach 
mistaken in levelling charges of bribery against 
the European and native Press of Egypt in 
general. ‘We never expected to hear such 
charges from such a capable man as Mr. 
Findlay is. ‘We cannot, therefore, help cri- 
ticieing the extraordinary policy of this gentle- 
man, but at the same time we must acknow- 
ledge the violent tone of some of onr papers. 
What proof could Mr. Findlay bring to show 
that his curious charges are true? Who are 
the natives who have so generously spent 
the large sum of money which shoald be enough 
to subsidiz3 the whole of the papers of Ezypt ? 
It is unjast to despise the papers which 
render the best services to the coantry and 
whose assistance had been appreciated by Lord 
Cromer himself. If Mr. Findlay will deign to 
listen to the opinion of a paper which has 
served the Egyptian nation for 30 years, ‘‘Al- 
Ahram”’ will take the liberty to point ont that 
the Briti-h Occupation has exaggerated the 
charges of religious fanaticism and brought 
the last charges ot bribery against the whole 
of the Egyptian Press only to pave the way for 
some future line of policy and to suppress the 
liberty of the Press. But the slightest diminu- 
tion of that liberty will be considered as a crime 
committed against the nation, which hears no 
voice except that of its Press,”

HOPES OF PEACE. 


ke Armerian Orthodox colony at Alex: 
andria is still agitated on the subject of its 
constitution. The recent crisis, which led to 
the resignation of Bartau Pasha and his nomi- 
neds, is by no means at an end, and the 
eledtions have led to no result, for the mem- 
bers of the new council resigned one after 
another, for reasons which sre not exactly 
known, and no council now exists. 

We hear that the Egyptian Government has 
informed the leaders of the party which de- 
posed Bartau Pasha, that until the return of 
Boghos Pasha Nubar from Europe matters 
bad better remain in stata quo. 

The Orthodox Armenian Patriarchate at 
Constantinop!e has sent an ofticial communica- 
tion to the old council, of which Bartan Pasha 
was president. ‘The text of this document is 
as follows :-— 

By yonr letter, dated 30th June, you inform 
us that according to our latest instractions you 
continue temporarily to hold your office, bat 
that you do not take part, within the jurisdic 
tion of the archbishopric, in the meetings the 
aim of which is to form a provincial administra- 
tion. As you are aware, according to instrac- 
tion issued by this Patriarchate, the Bishop of 
your See, Mgr. Megherditch, was entrasted 
with the election of a local board for Alexandria, 
by sending us in advance a report concerning 
the electoral preparations. We are, however, 
astbnished to hear that instead of having a 
local board elected, the Bishop has proceeded 
to form a separate General Provincial Assem- 
bly for Alexandria, as if that town were a 
detached and independent See from that of 
Egypt in general. Tbe Bishop brings torward, 
in order to’ excalpate himself, varions excuses 
and also certain influence: which have been 
brought to bear upon him. In the Mixed 
Coancil of the Central National Administration 
thik action of the Bishop’s was discussed, and 
thé Mixed Council did not consider that this 
proceeding was in any way legal : 

1. Beoanse the Bishop had no order buat to 
form a Local Board, and it was beyond his 
powers to undertake other duties. 

2. Because the grant to Alexandria of a pro- 
vinvial genera! assemb'y and an administrative 
body of her own wou'd mean a division into 
two parts of the See of Egypt. 

It is natural that the National Central Admi- 
nistration could not accept such a separatist 
body, which is contrary to our traditional rales 
and to our national constitution. The adminis- 
tration, moreover, could not understand how 
the Bishop, who ho'ds his authority from this 
Patriarchate, and is recognizad as such before 
the Iccal authorities by an Imperial Firman, 
could infringe the instractions of our Patriar- 
chate, the canons of oar Holy Charch, and the 
laws of our nation, by acting in sach a way. 
The Bishop must well bear in mind that 
Aldxsndria forms only a part of the Egyptian 
See, although certainly an important part. She 
is entitled to have her own representatives in 
the General Provincial Assembly in Cairo, which 
city is Egypt’s diplomatic centre and the seat 
of the See, and to elect by scratiny her own 
local board, which in its turn i3 responsible to 
the Civil Council, constitated by the general 
provincial asrembly in Cairo. 

he National Central Administration could, 
if needs be, allow the Alexandrian community, 
in view of their increased number, to have a 
number of representatives equal to that of 
Cairo, thus possessing a voice and a vote, 
according to their position, in the administra- 
tion of the general affairs of the See. Such is 
the legal manner of th3 administrative bodies 
in all Sees, and all special instructions are 
based on these prirciples.. The arrangements 
made by the Bishop are evasions of the law 
and render him responsible, a responsibility 
which is the more serious as it is tantamoan 
to separating the only See in Egypt. Tht 
duties of the Bishop are, therefore, to make 
his arrangements by taking as a base the 
identical legal principle as explained heretoe 
fore. He shonld in the second place enter 
into negociation with the General Provincial- 
Assembly in Cairo, and come to a complete 
understanding with these two great parties of 
the Egyptian See in Cairo and Alexandria. 
He ought not to assume a needless res ponsi- 
bility by giving an appearance of legality to 
his arbitrary proceedings. 

We, therefore, have transmitted to the 
Bishop of Ezypt these remarks of the National 
Central Administrstion, and have recom- 
mended him to act in a legal manner, and to 
submit to the Central Administration sach 
sound proposals as will be always attended to, 
provided that they do not infringe the tradi- 
tional law and the principles of our National 
Constitation as concerns the organisation of 
Seas. 

Whereas the Provincial General Assembly 
in Cairo have a voice in this question of 
administrative organization, and whereas every 
arrangement shoald be made after a good 
understanding has been arrived at, we have 
counselled the Bishop to await the return of 
the president of the Provincial General Assem- 
bly, H.E. Boghos Pasha Nabar, and not to 
embark in hasty measurer, the consequences 
of which might be prejudicial. We at the 
same time draw the attention of our Alex- 
andria comyatriots, who have shown them- 
selves so attached to the law, in order that 
they sball know tc hearken to the remarks of 
the Central Administration with the same loyal 
spirit. It issofficient if ths Bishop explains 
formally and intelligibly these dispositions of 
the law, without any hesitation or weakness, 
whatsoever exigencies may srise. Farthermore, 
and lastly, we urge the honourable Council 
to give ear to the observations of the Central 
Administration and to use their best endea- 
yours so that the affairs of the diocese may be 
placed on a legal foundation and that peace 
and harmony m+y thereby be attained.

It is hoped that this communication of the 
Patriarch of Constantinople, whose hierarchical 
jurisdiction embraces the ancient See of Egypt,

FANATICISM IN EGYPT.

MUSTAPHA PASHA KAMEL’S OPINION, 


Mustapha Pasha Kamel sends the following 
letter to the “Tribune”: — 

Now that Egypt andthe Egyptians are so 
much discasscd in England, permit me to say 
& word upon a question which we, more than 
all others, naturally have at heart. 

Sir Eiward Grey having spoken in the House 
of Commons of the alleged fanaticism of the 
Egyptians, the English people ask how it is 
postible thit such fanaticism can exist efter 
twenty-four years of British occopation. And 
they are right in their sarprise, inasmuch as 
“fanaticism” means, in European ears, love 
of barbarism and hatred of Christians. If such 
a feeling existed in Egypt, it would imply the 
downfall of the English Administration and o: 
European civilization on Egyptian soil. 

Bat, by the leave of Lord Cromer and Sir 
Edward Grey, that fanaticism has no existence. 
There is, indeed, a national movement, but 
not a fanatical movement. There is a national 
movement that should be approved by all just 
and haumane men, for its sim is to set Egypt 
under a liberal rale that would permit free iife 
on the banks cof the Nile, and woald allow 
effort, talent, and indostry their due success. 
We have, in fact, long made oor device of the 
words, ‘Liberty for ourselves, a welcome for 
the stranger.” 

If some Englishmen have forgotten the en- 
gagements entered into by the British Govern- 
mept—-the promise of “Egypt for the Egyp- 
tians”—the Egyptians have not forgotten it. 
Independence was, and is, the supreme aspira- 
tion of oar lives. It is ssid—and said assuredly 
in bad faith- that we do bat wish to change 
oar masters, and that we are led captive by 
Tarkish intrigoe, or by German, as the case 
may be. The same thing was said when France 
urged the evacuation of Egypt. But it isa 
calampy, and it will not hold. 

Those who speak thus of us should remem- 
ber that Egypt deficitively accepted Weatern 
civilization more than a century ago, that 
she is not liks Morocco, nor like any other 
netion of Africa or of Asia, and that she 
possesses an edacated class fully as intellec- 
tual as are the edacated classe: of Earope. 
And how can Egyptians of edacation do 
otherwise than desire the liberty of their 
country ? And how should such a wish seem 
strange to-day, which was allowed to be 
natural and lawfol a short quarter of a cen- 
tary sgo? 

Lord Cromer has prodaced no proof of the 
fanaticism of Egypt—that “fanaticism” which 
has so often and so long been used as a 
weapon against us. The only proof offered by 
Lord Cromer to England is the anonymou; 
letter ot a Mussulman. Is it not rather a 
disproof that is to be found in this letter? 
And would England have been able to place 
Englishmen at the head ot the Egyptian State 
and at tha head of the Egyptian Army if the 
Egyptian people had been fanatics? Woald 
England have been able to lead Egyptian 
forces to the Sadan against the Sadanese 
Massulmans if there had been a Massulman 
fanaticism in Egypt? Would she have sac- 
ceeded in condemning twenty-one Massnl- 
mans to terrible punishments—hangings, flog- 
gings, and hard labour—for the accidental 
death of one English offixer and injary to two 
others ? Was not the Denishwai incident soffi- 
cient to provoke an outbreak of fanaticism 
if fanaticism existed? No, thoosand times, 
it does not exist. What does exist is national 
feeling ; what does exist is bitterness that 
justice should so fail. . 

It has been said in England, and repested, 
that the Sinai incident proved the existence of 
fanaticism. And yet, during the whole inci- 
dent, there were no mee‘ings, no demonstra- 
tions, no disturbances. A controversy in the 
Press there was, indesd; but this was all. Is 
this fanaticism? And what impartial Enoglish- 
man will blame th interast taken by the Mas- 
sulmans of Ezypt in a question touching the 
railway of Hedjaz and the pilgrimages? 

Some among the honest Earopeans who con- 
fess our freedom from fanaticism have pro- 
tested in Egyptian newspapers against the 
speech of Sir Edward Grey. I believe, with 
my countrymen, that Sir Edward Grey spoke in 
Parliament of Ezyptian fanaticism for no 
other purpose than to stifle discassion on the 
horrible facts of Denishwai. Bat is it worthy 
of England, the coantry that professes 
humanity, jastice, and civilisation, to approve 
and adopt the acts of those who gave the 
world that melancholy and dreadfal spectacle 
of barbarism—the execations of Denishwai?

DEATH OF MOHAMED PASHA 
CHERIF. 


The death is reported from Paria of Hy E. 
Mohamed Pasha Cherif, ex-Secretory of State: 
for Foreign Affairs, after a long and_ painful 
illness. Deceased was one of the sons of the 
late Cherif Pasha, the eminent statesman who, 
under the-seign of Ismail and that of Tewfik 
played a prominent réle in the country. He 
was abonat fifty years of age. 


THE'LATE COL. MONCRIEFF. 

Colonel Sir Alexander Moncrieff, K.C.B., 
F.R.S., whose death is announced ‘by Reuter 
to-day, was born in 1829. Daring the Cri- 
mean War Sir Alexander Moncrieff, then a 
lieutenant in the Forfarehire Militia, went to 
the seat of war, and received the permission 
of the Commander-in-Chief to visit the siege 
works, and to be present at the operations 
as 8 Militia officer, daring the firat and 
second bombardments of Sevastopol. It was 
then .that the idea of the invention with 
which his name is aszociated occurred to 
his mind ; bat it was some years before 
it was matared into a practical form. It was 
first submitted by Captain Moncrieff to Gene- 
ral Sir Richard Dacres, Commanding tke 
Royal Artillery in Iceland, at Dablin in 1857, 
and it was some years more before the aathor- 
ities were indaced to give it a trial, after 
which Captain Monorieff was engaged for eight 
years in the Royal Arsenal attached to the 
Department of the Director of Artillery. The 
Moncrieff System of Movnting Artillery, or 
the protected barbette system, is sometimes 
called the Dissppesring System, because 
apon firing, the gan recoils into shelter, 
oat of sight of the chee, and the energy 
of the recoil is stored up so as to raise the gun 
into the firing position when loaded. Ia the 
first instance this was effested by means of a 
counterweight ; and the interposition of a mov- 
ing falcram (then for the first time employed 
in practical mechanics) enabled the sodden 
impetus of the discharge to be atilised without 
danger to the carriage. Another method by: 
which the same end is accomplished, and which 
is applicable to sea service, and to many cases 
in which the direct force of gravity would be 
unwieldy or ansuitable for application, is 
Moncrieff’s Hydro-pneumatic System. In this 
case the recoil of the gan drives down a piston, 
which forces water into a vessel of compressed 
air,and the farther compression of the sir stores 
up the energy of the recoil to raise the gun 
to the firing position when required. His 
system is now largely and increasingly used in 
the British Service, both by land and sea; and 
it is used also by foreign Governments.

HUNGARY'S PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS. 


fcientists are now very busy in Hungary 
attempting to explain the reason for the 
unprecedented visitation of an army of locusts. 
Ths damage done by the locnsts is at the 
moment impossible to be gauged. No one 
unacquainted with the devastating possibilities 
of these winged pests woald for a momant 
imagine that they, and they alone, were 
responsib'e for go much wholesale destruction. 

One could not believe one’s own eyes. Every- 
thing they swooped upon perished as at the 
hand ofa ruthless invading army. An eye 
witness told me of a darkened sky, as if the 
night had sadden'y enveloped them. The 
whole thing is in the nature of a calamity. The 
Paszta, or great Hungarian plain, and in par- 
ticular Hortobagy, near Debrecen, is now in a 
state of cattle fodder famine. 

Specialists suggest that the locusts came 
from Morocco, but it is the hnge number which 
bas beffled their scientific skill, they are com- 
puted to be at thousands of billions. ‘Their 
task of destroying 18,C00 eqaare kilometres of 
highly productive land was most successfully 
accomplished. Barley, wheat, rye, maize, and 
also beetroot and turnipr, all come within 
their sch2me of destraction, and in some cases 
they ate away even to the roots. 

The damage, though only dimly understood 
at present, is considered to be ex0rmoos. Un- 
fortanately, the locusts are likely to remain 
in the country for soother fortnight, as they 
have jast laid their eggs. The direction now 
taken by them is towards Balmaz:j dros and 
s{ajdabdszormény.

Already the Wankie coalfield 
ranks among the most important of ita kind 
in Sonth Africa and the traffic from here is 
increasing every month. The extension of the 
line into Northern Rhodesia, to), has led to 
the rapid development of copper mining in 
this territory and precisely similar results are 
to be looked for in the case of the Broken Hill- 
Bwone Macubwa section as soon ag it is open 
for trathio. 

At the other end of Africa the Egyptian 
Government at the moment is discussing the 
advisability of constracting another great dam 
across the Nile at Rosaires, and shoald this be 
done the railway is certain to be extended from 
Khartoum to the new works with a possible 
extension ag far as the Victoria Nyanga in 
order to form a junction with the Uganda 
Riilway. When it is added that the distance, 
measured in a straight line from the Victoria 
Nyanza to Lake Tanganyika, is only six han- 
dred miles, the significance of this extension 
when considered in connection with the Cape- 
tg Cairo scheme as a whole is plainly to be 
recognised. 

It is not too much to say not only that Mr. 
Beit’s gift to the line has made it certain that 
if will, as has already been said, now be carried 
through in its entirety, but it oan also be 
declared that ithas brought the date of its 
completion forward by at least five years. No 
time is likely to be lost in taking full advantage 
of the money which has so unexpectedly become 
available, and the whole scheme now takes new 
life at the moment when, if it was not exactly 
languishing, it was at all events becoming a 
question whether it would be wise to carry the 
line much farther than the boundary of the 
Congo Free State. ‘he only matter for regret 
ig that neither of thatwo men to whom the 
line is chiefly doe has lived long enough to 
witness its consummation, 


The munificent bequest of the late Mr. 
Alfred Beit for the fartherance of Mr. Rhodes’s 
great scheme for a railway to cross Africa 
from south to north has bronght the accoth: 
plishment of the scheme very appreciably 
nearer. At the precent time the line stretches 
fromCapetown to nearly 300 miles north of the 
great Victoria Falls, and is rapidly approach- 
ing the boundary of the Congo Free State 
through which it will probably pass on its 
way northwards, thongh this is not yet definite- 
ly settled, and there is an alternative scheme 
for the line to fullow the trans African tele- 
graph wire through German East Africa, 
Roughly speaking, and taking Capetown as 
the starting-point of the line, 2,C00 miles of 
railway have now been completed, and asa 
result of Mr. Beit’s beqnest (the “Morning 
Post” states) the rate of progress in constroc- 
tion will be greatly stimulated. Hitherto the 
line has been built in separate sections, follow- 
ing the policy laid down by Mr. Rhodes 
several years ago. ‘l'hese sections are about 
1,000 miles in length, and each one is taken 
in hand by itself, the capital is raised for it, 
and the construction carried forward with a 
view to enabling it to pay its owo way, 
without reference to the rest ot the line, at 
the earliest possible moment. With the mil- 
lion sterling that Mr, Beit has left at their 
command those in charge of the constraction 
will no longer find their hands tied and their 
work impeded throngh lack of fands, so that 
a very great difficulty will have been removed 
from their path. 

Years ago, when he was first sketching out 
his plans for the line, Mr. Rhodes foresaw 
troub!e in raising the capital necessary for the 
construction aud maintenance of the portions 
of the railway that passed through the interior 
‘Tn Rhodesia and for some d‘gtance north ot 
the Zambesi,” he said in effect, “there is some- 
thing tangible to cffer to investors. There are 
the goldfialds of Rhodesia and there are 
the Wankie coalfield at the Victoria Falls and 
the rich and extensive copper deposits in 
Northern Rhodesia. But once you are beyond

FAR-REACHING 


DECISION. 


The qaestion whether a company registered 
abroad, bat doing basiness from London, is 
liable to pay income tax in London on the whole 
of ita profits wherever made paid to its share- 
holders, was raised yesterday week in the 
House of Lords before the Lord Chancellor in 
the oase of De Beers Consolidated, Ltd., v. 
Howe (Surveyor of Taxes). 

As the question is one that affects a large 
namber of companies, the decision of their 
Lordships is one that has been watched for 
with some anxiety in City circles. 

The Commissioners found that the trade or 
business of the appellants constitated one trade 
or hasiness, and was carried on at their London 
offise, whence the chief operations of the Com- 
pany, both in the United Kingdom and 
elsewhere, were mansg: d, controlled, and direct- 
ed, and they accordingly held the whole of the 
profits liable ta income-tax. 

The Court of Appeal sffirmed that decisior, 
and the Company appealed to their Lordships. 

The Lord Chancellor, in moving that the 
appeal should be dismissed, said that under 
the schedule to the Income ‘I'ax Act, 1853, 
any person residing in the United Kingdom 
must pay on his annaal profits or gains arising 
or accruing to him ‘“‘trom any kind of property 
whatever, whether situate in the United King- 
dom or elsewhere,” and also from any pro- 
fession, trade, emp!ayment, or vocation, 
whether the same ehall be respective'y carried 
on in the United Kingdom or elsewhere. 
Resiaence ang Registration, 

Mr. Cohen, for the appellants, maintained 
that a company resided where it was regis. 
tered, and nowhere else. If that were so, the 
appellants must succeed, for admittedly it was 
only registered in South Africa. 

But his Lordship could not adopt Mr. 
Cohen’s contention, for in applying the con- 
ception of residence toa company he thought 
they ought to proceed as nearly as they could 
upon the analogy of an individual. An indi- 
vidual might be of foreign nationality and yet 
reside in the United Kingdom. So might a 
company. Otherwise it might bave its chief 
seat of managesaent and its seat of trading in 
Kngland onder the protectionof English law 
and yet escape appropyiate taxation by the 
simple expedient of being registered abroad 
and distributing its dividends abroad, 

It was laid down morg than thirty yeara 
ago that a company resided for the purposes 
of its income-tax where its real business was 
carried on. The Commissioners had foucd 
that that plage was London. 

\t followed that this company was resident 
within the United Kingdom for the purposes 
of income-tax, and mast be assessed on that 
footing. He desired to add that he agreed 
with the Master of the Rolls that the resi- 
denee of a company within tha meaning of the 
Income Tax Acts was not necessarily the same 
thing as residences for the purpose of serving 
&@ writ, 

Their Lordships agreed in this decision, and 
the appeal wasaccordingly dismissed with costs. 


LANCASHIRE COTTON BOOM ENDS. 


In his latest statement as to cotton-spinning 
mill building in Lanca:hire, Mr. William 
Tattersall says the boom is over, and at the 
present time no projects for erecting factories 
are reported. Weaving shed extensions, he 
states, are going on, but here also new places 
are coming to an end. The cost of machinery 
and the equipping of a spinning mill is much 
higher than a year or so ago, the estimated 
increase being, in @ mill of 120,000 spindles, 
about £20,000. The hsavier cost for yarn skips 
is a serious matter. It is interesting to note 
that the automatiol»om is making progress in 
various districts.
